Response to Amendment 

The amendment filed on April 19, 2005 presenting only claims drawn to a non-elected 
invention/species is non-responsive (MPEP § 821.03). The remaining claims are not readable on 
the elected invention because the elected species (Figure 4) clearly shows the adjacent primary 
grain boundaries that are not parallel to each other do contact each other. The claim as amended 
appears to read on the species of Figure 6, not Figure 4.
